has hern executed by the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Co., co the United 
States government to cover the loan 
o£ $4,000,000 authorized by congress 
to be made to the company. Secre- 
tary Shaw now has ihe mortgage in 
his possession. 
One million dollars 


will be paid over to the company in a 
few days, two millions will .bfe paid in 
March, one million in April and $GOO,- 
GOO in May. The mortgage-covers the 
gate receipts of ihe fair and 
repay- 


ment of the amount loaned will begin 


in June. 


The mortgage provides that in the 


event of the failure of the exposi- 
tion company promptly to repay tha 
amount loaned, the government shall 
take charge of the fair and run it. The 
government agent in the collection of 
money is Robert A. Fullcrton. of Iowa. 


He will look after the receipts of 


the fair and see that the government 
promptly gets Hs quota of the sum 
taken iu at the gates. 
He will re- 


ceive one-tenth of one per cent, of the 
sum collected for his services.
